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INDEBTEDNESS OF MORGAN CO 
APPROXIMATELY $ 400 , 000.00 


A complete reorganization of the 
fiscal affairs of Morgan county Is 
nerdeil. We have no less authority for 
this statement than the words of Nat 
B. Sewell, state inspector and examin¬ 
er. Mr. Sewell Is a Democrat and an 
administration man. AVe quote herein¬ 
after the report of Inspector Sewell of 
his examination of the affairs of Mor¬ 
gan county. Tills report was given hy 
Mr. Sewell to the Associated Press 
news service and appeared In the 
Licking Valley Courier in its Is.siie of 
April 0, 1033. 

“Frankfort, Ky., April 1.—A com¬ 
plete reorganization of the fiscal 
affairs of Morgan comity Is needed, 
Nat B. Sewell, state Inspector and 
examiner, said in a report on tho 
county filed today with Governor Ituby 
Laffoon. He showed that the county 
owes ?ir>,A,000.00 In road and hrldge 
bonds; $7.",on0.00 in county warrants; 
and $78,000.00 borrowed on antlcipatcil 
revenue. The amount borrowed on tho 1 
revenue was $30,000.00, lint the sum 
was increased to $78,000.<i0 hy a Judg¬ 
ment rendered against the county hy 
federal court. 

“Mr. Sewell said tliat none of tlio 
ofllcials of tile county wore iiosltlvu 
about its fiscal alTairs. which aro 
handled by a ‘very loose system.' 

“The county has cash of $1,000.00 
in the sinking fund and has sold no 
bonds since .Inly 1. 1!).Td, has failed to 
meet Us obligations of $10,000.00, does 
not operate under a luidget system, 
and has Increased its indebtedness 
since July 1, 1032. 

“Tho assessed valuation of Morgan 
county for 1031 was $3,803,078.00, 
which dropped to $3,700,801.00 in 1032. 
The tax rate for county purposes is 
70 cents, and for school puriioses is 
75 cents on the $100.00 valuation. 

“Salaries of county ofiicials amount 
to $0,110.00 per year, Mr. Sewell said. 
He listed them as follows: 

“County Judge, .$2-100.00; County 
Attorney, $1200.00; County Clerk, 
$800.00; Circuit Clerk, $210.00; Jailer, 
$500.00; Koad . Engineer, $.800.00; 
Trea.surer, $200.(K): County Health 
Unit, $300.(X); School SuiHulntendent, 
$2000.00; and Clerk to Superintendent, 
$420.00.—A. I’, news service.” 

Mr. Sewell found listed an indebted¬ 
ness of $308,000.00 and said that none 
<if the ollleials of the county were posi¬ 
tive about its fi.seal alTalrs. Since tlds 
report was made api)rt)xiniately $10,- 
00(1.00 in Interest lais accrued, and 
claims not listed and llie interest on 
unpaid claims we l)elieve will amount 
to approximately $100.(MM).00, 

Altho See. 1810 of the Kenlui-ky 
Jjtututes reipdre the fiscal court to 
puhllsli annually In a newspaper in 
the county a statement showing tlio 


financial condition of the county,' 
which statement shall include a list 
of the claims and the amounts thereof | 
allowed nglnst the county, and to j 
whom allowed, no such statement Ims 
l)een puhllshed during tile i)rescnt ad- 
miidstratlon, and this information, 
which the law reijulres to bo made 
public, has been kept from the tax- 
Iiayers of tlds cminty. 

Shall we continue to entrust tlie 
affairs of our county to tho one who 
managed tliem with this “very loosn 
sysleni,” or sliall we, in his stead, 
entrust them to a successful business 
man, W. A. Caskey, wlio will comply 
with the law, adopt the luidget system, 
and direct the affairs of the county in 
the same capable way tliat he has 
managed his own business? 


“VERY LOOSE SYSTEM" 

The method of Issuing and paying 
county warrants is outstanding among 
many other tilings referred to hy 
In.siieetor Nat B. Sewell ns being 
liandled In a “very loose system.” 

Warrants are continually being i.s- 
sned without funds with which to | 
pay llicni. Citizens aro constantly reii- ' 
derliig services to tlie comity and are 
being handed warrants on which they ' 
are unable to receive any money. No i 
system has been used in tho payment 
of Ihese warrant.s, and only a favored ■ 
few are able to cash their warrants. 
However, for tho benefit of those of 
you who liave had some of tlieso 
claims for a number of years and 
could use an automobile, we would 
suggest that you apply at the garages 
at West Liberty and you will find one 
garage that will sell you a car and 
take your claims at 100 cents to tho 
dollar in payment of the car.

The .\mBrlcan Rod Cross has reached 
Into the lionics of six million families 
In tlio past year with unemployment 
and disaster relief, Chairman .lolin Rar- 
to Payne announced. 

"As the year closed the organization 
continued In readiness to serve In the 
forlliconiing winter at tho point of 
greatest need and to adjust Its service 
to meet the calls of the emergeney of 
unemployment and disaster,” Chairman 
Payne slated. 

In a year of greatest economic dis¬ 
tress In the nation's history. In which 
the lied Cross ahly discharged a relief 
task In dlstrlhiitlng flour and clothing 
to distressed famlllee In all but six of 
the nation's .1,008 counties, tho organi¬ 
zation also was called Into action In 120 
disasters, of which 0(1 were within the 
borders of the thilfed States. 

Kartluiimke. floods, hurricanes, flies 
and other cataclysms visited death and 
destruction upon tho Uvea and homes 
of thoii.-ands of people, fled Cross sta¬ 
tistics showed that In tho 120 disasters 
almost a thousand Uvea were lost, I'lS,- 
310 homes were destroyed or damaged. 
13,275 persons were Injured, and Red 
Cross relief was given to 452,870 Indi¬ 
viduals. 

In giving aid In these disasters. In Us 
unemployment relief and In handling 
the distrlliullcn of government wheat 
and cotton, tho Red Cross expended 
from Us national treasury tho sum of 
*1,070,281. 

lJuriiig ono period of twelve weeks, 
48 disasters occurred In 23 slates. Red 
Cross disaster workers were hard 
pressed In meeting all of those needs 
occurring at once, hut everywhere mis¬ 
ery was promptly relieved. 

Support of tho Red Cross work ts 
through Us annual roll call, conducted 
by chapters In tho period from Armis¬ 
tice Day to Thanksgiving Day. Novem¬ 
ber 11 to November 30. Every citizen 
who Joins the Red Cross as a member 
aids In carrying relief to disaster vic¬ 
tims and In other Red Cross services, 
such as preservation of life, child wel¬ 
fare through the Junior Red Cross, and 
direct service tor the publie health.

I’usture land treated with limestone 
anti suiiorphtjsphato 1ms an excellent 
cover of grasses and legumes. Bine- 
grttss forms a gomi sod on much of 
it. IM'aetlenlly nt> hushes or weeds are 
visllde. Nearly all soil washing has 
been prevenii‘d hy tho excellent sod. 

The Held treiited with reek phos¬ 
phate ts covered mainly with lespe- 
dezii, redtoi), iind eertiiln weeds. There 
is little soil wiishing In it. 

While these Helils were laid out for 
exiKndmeutal studies, the visllde re¬ 
sults are so striking that they liiive 
served as a valnuhle demonstration of 
the possibilities In pasture produetlon 
iu westeru Kentucky. 

Hundreds of farmers visiting the 
BUbslatiou farm In the In’s! two years 
have been so imiiressed by tho simple 
methods of soil improvement that they 
have begun the ditvelopment of good 
pastures on their farms.

It sivo.ips almost witli 
out v.'uriiing, and In the terrilb 
whirlpool of Its Herce winds It de 
stroys all in Its path. 

The Red Cross gave relief In 44 
luriiadnes In elglitecii states last 
year. The tornadoes killed 328 per 
sons, injured 2,755 and the Red 
Cross gave aid to 21,738 who were 
homeless, Injured or otherwise vk 
tims of the storms.

Due to 
lie changes iu the legulallous cover¬ 
ing veterans’ claims, chapters all over 
the nation have been crowded with vet 
oral! applicants for relief and for ser 
vice In preparing appeals. During last 
year Red Cross home service workers 
in 3,268 chapters dealt with the prob 
Icms of 411,124 ex-service men or their 
families. The chapters also aided 7,348 
men still in the regular army, navy and 
marine corps. 


Toll of the Earthquake 


When a severe earthquake killed 95 
persons; Injured 4,911 and destroyed 
several Uiousand homes in Southern 
California last March, the Red Cross 
was first upon the ground with emer 
gency relief. It required more than 
tbr^e months tor the Red Cross to 
restore the needy to a self-sustainlug 
basis. The organizutiuii expended a re 
lief fund of *411.000.
